RAINBOWS 




Every woman has one ambition— to make her home a 
thing of beauty— a joy forever to family and friends. 
She wants it most of all to be an expression of her 
individual talents as a home-maker. There is perhaps 
no other field that gives her as much opportunity to 
utilize her powers of imagination as in the decorating 
of her own home ... yet it is in the carrying out of 
these ideas that distinction is really achieved. Imagi- 
nation becomes reality with the use of two depend- 
able and inexpensive mediums . . . paint and glass. 

fOlOR HIIS CHHRIII. The color of our sur- 
roundings quite imperceptibly becomes the color of 
our daily lives . . . colors seep into our consciousness, 
influencing our spirits, our moods, our well-being. A 
gay room adds a note of buoyancy, an exhilaration 
that lasts throughout the day. Likewise, lack of color 
can be depressing, giving a drab, morose outlook to 
sensitive persons. Loud, inharmonious color schemes 
induce a jarring note that brings restlessness and 
irritability to those who are forced to live with them.

SELECTING 
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Before deciding on the application of color to an interior it is necessary to study the 
problem thoroughly. The mere selection of a group of harmonious colors or shades 
is not enough . . . several things, such as the light the room receives, its size and 
character . . . must be taken into consideration before proceeding to accept a definite 
color plan. Careful planning at the start will avoid mistakes and disappointment 

afterward. Remember that being "different" does not mean being exotic or garish 

Simplicity invariably reflects good taste. A list of general suggestions follows . . . the novice who masters 
them will be out of the "primary" grades and on the way to becoming an advanced student in interior 




decorating. 




C010R III RElHTIOn TO SIZE. Dark colors tend to make a room seem 
darker and smaller. Lighter colors and slender, tapering proportions are, therefore, 
^0 more appropriate for the small room. A dark ceiling for a room which is too high 
makes it seem lower and in better proportion. • The exposure of the room usually 
decides the tone of the finish to be used. Worm tones include yellow, gold, ivory, 
cream, buff, tan, orange, brown, pink, rose and red . . . and their various shades. 

Cold tones are putty gray, blue, green, violet, silver (or aluminum). A simple sketch of the room done in 

various color combinations will help you to see the effect of color on size. 



COLOR III RElHTIOn TO EKPOSURE. Rooms facing North are usually 
most pleasing when finished in warm tones, particularly some shade of yellow . . . 
ranging from cream color to deep pumpkin yellow. Rooms facing South will take 
grays advantageously , . . ranging from a tint of gray to a deep putty shade. How- 
ever, almost any of the cool colors can be used. Rooms with Easf or Northeast 
^exposures look well in warm colors. . . . Cool tones for rooms with West, or South 
and West exposures. • A balance of warm and cool tones is suggested for rooms of uncertain light, where 
Easf light for instance conflicts with West light. A warmly colored wall with cool accents in the way of 
trim, or the reverse, may be the solution. 
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COLOR in RELHTIOIl TO THE CHHRHCTER OF THE ROOm. 

Color schemes should harmonize with the character of the rooms. Bedrooms should 
be in restful tones ... but remember that pastel shades do not go with massive fur- 
niture. Living rooms should be rich/ companionable and restful. Kitchens, cheerful 
and sanitary. Each room, of course, should be treated to individual study. After care- 
ful consideration of its physical attributes, select your color-scheme . . . then, if you 
are sure the combination is in harmony with the character you wish to create for your room, go ahead! 




COLOR SETS THE STYLE. Few homes are furnished in strict period style 
throughout . . . the ordinary procedure is to adapt authentic period pieces to modern 
surroundings. With discretion, periods may be mixed but to avoid incongruity and 
absurdity, there are a few things to remember about the general tone of a house or 
a room. Color should be the keynote to its mode. Louis XV and other French period 
furniture is usually ornate and frail in appearance . , . calling for pastel shaded walls 
and dainty, even frivolous silken drapery. Flowered chintzes, ruffled curtains and prim walls are proper 
backgrounds for Colonial, Moderne, Spanish, and Chinese themes express themselves in vivid splashes 
of color ... the furniture is quite definite in motif and adverse to mixing with other styles. 




THE ROOm IIS II BfUKGROUIID. All woodwork, trim, draperies and 
furnishings should be considered when planning the colors for the walls, ceiling and 
floor of a room. It is also well to remember that a painted dado will help make a 
( too high room seem lower,- and that, by emphasizing the vertical lines, a low room 
I _<0> Frn may ^ e given t ' ie a PP earance of greater height. The colors of the walls, ceiling and 
floor provide a background for the furnishings and must tie those furnishings harmoni- 
ously together. Keep them soft in tone. If you are fond of bright colors use them by all means ... but 
use them as accents against a more neutral background. 





THE UJHLLS. The wall should set the keynote for the color scheme upon 
which you have decided . . . from it, floor and ceiling take their hue. A wall should 
not in itself be a decorative object, but merely a back-drop that sets the stage. Make 
it like Nature's distant landscapes . . . soft and mellow. If the current vogue for 
vividly colored walls is followed we discover another factor which has its bearing 
on the general appearance of the finished room . . . the number of doors, windows 
and other breaks in the wall expanse. Certain bright colors, lovely in small "doses", become disturbing 
when spread over a large surface with no break or modifying wood trim. • Walls and general color- 
schemes of rooms which can be seen from each other through wide doorways or arches, should be planned 
together. They do no need to be alike but should flow into each other harmoniously. 





THE CEIL I n G. The ceiling should be the lightest plane as a rule, but extremes 
are to be avoided. Ceilings in a tint or shade or two lighter than the walls are more 
pleasing than if finished in glaring white. If a contrasting color is used, the same 
color-note should be repeated elsewhere in the room, but here again, the excep- 
tion: Many striking decorative effects have been produced with dark ceilings and 
light walls. Before venturing out along these lines, we recommend consultation 

with a decorator to see if your room is of a sre to stand them ... too dark ceilings are like grey skies, 

lowering and depressing. 

THE FLOOR. The floor should, in most rooms, be the darkest plane, especially 
^p where light-toned dainty furnishings are used. The baseboard should carry the tone 
either of the floor or the rest of the woodwork which should be in harmony with the 
floor. Floors should suggest strength and support . . . dark colors help to accomplish 
t this effect. There is nothing more decorative than the rich gleam of finely polished 
floors. As an ornamental background for your rugs and carpetings, their lustrous 
beauty adds a note of luxury that is really quite inexpensive to maintain. A word to the wise decorator 
. . . select reliable, high-quality floor-finishes for durable, lovely results! 

REDECORHTIHG. When redecorating a room the first thing to consider is which 
furnishings you are going to keep and which you will replace or re-upholster. Deter- 
mine which colors will predominate in them before selecting the colors for your walls 
and ceiling. Remember that well-tailored slip-covers will not only save your furniture 
and add a note of freshness to the room, but they can also repeat the chintz of your 
curtains or introduce an entirely new note of color. And don't forget that rugs can 

be dyed: a dark carpet is often a nice accent for a room ... an old faded rug can easily become a dark 

brown or a plum color, or perhaps an interesting shade of taupe. 

PLRCinG VOUR FURNITURE. In arranging your furniture so as to achieve 
^^j^S^TH a proper balance and the utmost in convenience, you will find it helpful to first draw 
1 a floor plan— sketching in the windows, doors, fireplace and other stationary fixtures 
of the room. Then diagram your chairs, divans, desk, piano and other heavier pieces 
with a view to wall-space, height, and utility. Be careful not to block passage 
through doorways or from one part of the room to another . . . also, heavy or tall 
pieces in front of windows must be arranged so as not to interfere with light or view. • For comfort's 
sake, see that chairs and divans are arranged so that when the occupants are conversing they will have 
no difficulty in facing each other. You will usually find your larger pieces falling into triangles or into 
groups of three. Furniture placed at right angles, gives a feeling of neatness. • Smaller pieces such 
as coffee-tables, end-tables, pedestals and other complementary furnishings, should be placed within 
easy reach of the larger pieces ... so they may hold lamps for proper lighting, books, and ash-trays. 
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HOUSES 





The modern home today uses large areas of glass wherever possible . . . more win- 
dows, bigger windows, sun porches, solariums, glass-enclosed sleeping porches . . . 
all play a part in modernizing and beautifying your home. • Windows have a de- 
cided effect not only upon the beauty of the interior but of the exterior as well. Cor- 
rectly designed, well spaced, and properly glazed, they present a smiling surface to 
the passing world, reflecting warmth and the light of cheerful living from within. 
Inside, windows are as much a part of your decorating scheme as any expensive oil or water color. 
Framed within their sparkle is the whole changing panorama of blue sky, green trees and sunset glow 
— added color and added interest for your interior. • The importance of good lighting cannot be over- 
emphasized . . . it is necessary to the well-being of the entire family. Dark, gloomy rooms, with reading possi- 
ble only by artificial light,are unheard ofwhere windows are given the proper consideration. No remodeling 
plan is complete without the installation of biggerand better windowspace... better light insures bettersight!

: -" course! Here, surrounded on three sides by walls of bright, sun-welcoming glass, 
you are generously treated to the healthful sunlight so necessary to health. Children 
may play indoors on rainy or stormy days and in the summer, there is no better place 
for the whole family to relax and keep cool than in the sun-room, with windows wide 
open, catching every breeze that blows. Many house-holders who have wanted a 
sun-room and yet did not wish to build a whole new section to their home, have solved the problem merely 
by enclosing a rear or front porch which was already there, with walls of glass. This is an improvement you 
can make in your own house which may well prove to be one of the most satisfactory changes of them all. 

I HE PICTURE 111 111 D III. Every home should have a picture window... by 
"picture" window is meant a very large window, extending from floor to ceiling if 
possible, and correspondingly generous in width, without cross sash of any kind to 
g obstruct or divide the view. Placed to command the most attractive view your home 
makes possible, a picture window affords a freedom of outlook of which you will 
never tire . . . literally bringing Nature's beauty to you indoors! The size of the 
picture window to be installed can be determined by the other proportions of the room in question. 
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TO KEEP OUT THE DRHFTS-flnD KEEP in THE HEAT. You 

— need not sacrifice the charm of many windows or the benefits of proper lighting to 

the need for winter warmth, merely because you may happen to live in a locality 

. where zero cold frequently prevails. A splendid solution of your problem will be 
the use of winter windows or storm sash. These winter windows attached outside 

. your regular single-glazed ones, really create a double window with a dead air 

space between the panes. This dead air space is one of the best non-conductors of heat known . . . and 
will actually decrease your heat loss through the windows from 15% to 30%, depending upon outdoor 
temperatures and prevailing wind velocity. You can see what this means in fuel savings during a winter 
season. And best of all, you'll have a more healthful home, fewer drafts, more even house temperatures. 
Winter windows are hinged at the top, permitting easy cleaning, proper ventilation, and the evapora- 
tion of accumulated frost. You'll find winter windows especially helpful in controlling house tempera- 
tures if you expect to have air conditioning in your home. If you are hesitating at the extra cost of installing 
them, let us remind you that statistics show less doctor bills in a house without drafts. 




UIHRT KinO OF GLRSS SHOULD VOU USE? This is a question 

^K of great importance from several standpoints. Appearance . . . because the kind 
zsf^ of glass you use to glaze windows, sun porches, solariums, etc. influences materially 
the looks of your house both outside and in. Cost . . . because certain types of glass 
bare more expensive than others. And utility . . . because certain kinds of glass will 
do certain jobs better than other types. • The perfect window, solarium or sun porch, 
of course, should be glazed with polished glass. There is nothing else like it, in beauty, quality and 
long service. Ground and polished by machinery until its surfaces are lustrous, flat, brilliant and 
reflective, its clarity is perfect, which means that you get absolutely true, undistorted vision from any 
angle. It is the aristocrat of all transparent glazing materials. Picture windows, especially, should be 
glazed with this type of glass. • Plate glass in its usual thickness may be impractical for use in your 
home if your window sash is meant to hold glass of the ordinary type . . . but do you know about Vista 
Plate Glass? This is a polished plate glass which is only yi tf thick and can be used in standard sash 
with standard sash weights. Vista Plate Glass is just as perfect in every respect as the finest polished 
plate glass of regular thickness and has been especially developed for residential uses. You will find many 
uses for it in your home, dozens detailed in !^e following pages are both decorative and practical. 




IU0RKHIC Oil ll TIGHT BUDGET? If a close budget limits your 
appropriation for glass you will find Pennvernon Window Glass the most eligible 
substitute for polished plate glass. This is a brilliant, fire-finished glass, far better than 
the ordinary window glass, but considerably lower in price than polished plate glass. 
Pennvernon can be used with good effect in windows, sun porches, solariums, shower 
curtains, table tops . . . anywhere that cost prohibits the use of regular plate glass. 




CinSS THAT ABSORBS HEHT! Then, too, there are some special kinds 
of plate glass which will prove extremely valuable under certain circumstances. 
For example, if you live in the southern part of the country, where great heat and 
brilliant sunlight are causes of discomfort in summer, the sun porch you install or the 
windows on the exposed sides of your home may advantageously be glazed with a 
new type of heat-resisting plate glass called Solex. This unusual glass is just like 
regular polished plate glass in all respects, except that it is quite green in color and absorbs much of the 
heat of the sun, protecting persons sitting or working adjacent to windows against heat and eye-distress- 
ing sun glare. • If you wish to use glass for purposes where tremendous strength is of importance, we 
recommend the new Tempered Plate Glass called Herculite. . . . Like the man of fabulous strength for 
whom it was named, Herculite can truly be depended upon to stand unusual strain without "shattering.

- employing mirrors in this manner, you can make your rooms more spacious, lighter, more 
interesting and colorful. • Should you have a room with a dark corner in it, there is a splendid oppor- 
tunity to let a mirror work an amazing transformation. Put a mirror in that dark spot ; ; ; and see how 
it lightens it, see how it reflects the color and life of the rest of the room, how its sparkle and glint attract 
the eye, lending vividness to an otherwise uninteresting corner!

with them. •Mirrors in a living room should be for ornamental purposes only . . . let them reflect 

flowers, a vase, or tapestry. Reverse mirror paintings and prints under plate glass are 

quite the smartest, most modern note in wall hangings. The first come in Moderne, flower, 

and Japanese motif. . , the second can be made simply by matting a water-color, a batik, a 

bit of brocade or tapestry under a piece of plate glass and finishing it off with chrome corners. 
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Clear glass coffee tables, double-glass screens with cut-out paper design held between 
the two thicknesses, mirror smoking-table or other glass furniture, Herculite Tempered 
Plate Glass fire-screens, and glass what-nots are in excellent taste. Mantels of glass, pure 
crystal or dark blue, green, red, or black, fire-places framed and paneled with mirror glass 
or lovely Carrara . . . colored glass or Carrara in narrow borders around doors for room 
moulding and window sills, are clever and different An entire mirror wall creates the effect 
of space... and the living room is the ideal place for a large, modern "picture" window.

BEDROOmS are expressions of their owner's personality ... my lady's boudoir may 
be feminine, frivolously so, if she wishes, but whether it is quaint or modern in furnishings 
. . . dainty or exotic in color ... it should be a reflection of the personal taste of its occupant. 
The men of the family will prefer their bedrooms well tailored . . , fitting into their gen- 
eral scheme of things with strong, comfortable furnishings and a complete absence of 
frippery. A point to keep in mind is that a man's bedroom is primarily for relaxation 
... its color scheme need not be flat but it must be restful! Choose soothing colors for 
this room ♦ . . "Getting out of the wrong side of the bed" in the morning isn't so apt to 
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happen when you are on the right side of the color chart. Bedroom decorative schemes 
are increasingly individual . . . unusual color plans noted recently have included 
chartreuse with coral and string-color ♦ . . chartreuse with white and brown . . . 
and most effective of all, chartreuse and white with splashes and edgings of bright 
blue. Pink, not the sweet and simple pastel shade that shyly tinted the boudoir wall 
in former years, but a newly sophisticated dusty pink, is a stunning background for 
modern color schemes . . . why not a bedroom carried out entirely in dusty pinks 
graduated up from a rich cocoa to a faintly flushed beige ceiling?

for example, a darker paint or shingle stain on the upper story, as contrasted to a lighter 
foundation color, will overcome the top-heavy look so often found in older-type residences.

Sometimes, however, lighting facilities inside are found to be adequate while it is 
the outside appearance which offends with uninteresting, unbroken expanses of solid wall.

Windows can be accentuated by a vivid trim. Brightly painted shutters not only liven up the 
face of your house but, by taking up part of the wall space on either side, give an illusion 
of width to the windows. 

Even good architecture needs the aid of proper color treatment to appear at its best. . . . 
In exterior as in interior decorating the surroundings or background must be taken into 
consideration together with the type of house and its exposure before a color scheme can 
be satisfactorily laid out. 

In cool climates, where "gray" days are apt to be in the majority, the warmer colors and 
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deeper tones are, as a general rule, the best. Grayed, darker tones are especially suited to 
city houses where the prevalence of smoke and dirt have to be taken into consideration. 

If the house is located at the top of a hill, with comparatively little foliage or very few, 
if any, big trees surrounding it, too light a color will cause the house to "stand out" too 
strongly ... a rich tone will make it blend into the landscape instead. 

If the house is located on a slope with green shrubbery or other cool colors predominat- 
ing in the background, warm colors will give a welcoming charm. When the house is 
in a setting of colorful plants and flowers, cool colors are usually in good taste.
